Money Will Be Used For 
Highway Construction 
And Maintenance 

Orange rounty has 48,13“ reg¬ 
istered motor vehicles, according 
to a report just released by Ray 
Ingels, state director of motor ve¬ 
hicles, and has been apportioned 
$64,483.75 as Ihe county's share of 
gasoline tax and license fees. The 
apportionment is made on the 
basis of registration and will be 
used for highway construction and 
repair. 

Of the total number of motor 
vehicles registered from this city 
there are 42,464 automobiles 2921 
pneumatic trucks, 26 solid tire 
trucks. 214 motorcycles, 2100 
pneumatic tired trailers and 412 
solid tired trailers. 

With motor vehicle registration 
from .January 1 to June 30 the 
heaviest since 1929, Orange roun¬ 
ty, like every other county in the 
state showed a gain. There was a 
state-wide increase of 113-464 reg¬ 
istrations over the first six 
months in 1934 

The total motor vehicle regis¬ 
tration in the state for the first 
six months, says the report, was 
2,077,350 and brought in $5,565,- 
586.34 to be used for highway con¬ 
struction and repair Half of the 
fund, or $2,782,793.17, was divided 
among the 58 counties on the 
basis of registration, and the 
other half was turned over to the 
division of highways for use on 
state roads. 

The increased apportionment, 
according to Mr. Ingels, means 
that labor will receive the great¬ 
est benefits because of the general 
advance in road programs through 
the additional funds.

The government has been "making 
money” in a big way out of its 
: power to issue currency and "reg¬ 
ulate the value thereof.” 

Seigniorage on currency issued 
' under the silver purchase act and 
on coins turned out by the minta 
has boosted total "j'rofits” on the 
money-issuing privilege in the past 
year and a half above $3,000,000,- 
000, treasury figures said today. 
That included $2,800,000,000 aris¬ 
ing from revaluation of the dollar 
in gold. 

Nearly $150,000,000 has been 
realized from printing: silver cer¬ 
tificates, representing the differ¬ 
ence between the cost of the metal 
and its monetary value of $1.29 an 
ounce. 

In addition, the treasury has 
rung up in its cash register since 
June, 1934, about $7 0,000,000 in 
other seigniorage income. Demand 
for small coins increased substan¬ 
tially.

G OV. BIBB GRAVES of Alabama sees more danger in 
the suppression of free speech and press than in the 
railing of a red soap-boxer or pamphleteer.

BURNED AC TUARIES 

THE TRUTH was that the treas- 
' ury had found the original 
soak-the-rich tax would yield so 
little income that the actuarial 
statements proving this were hur¬ 
riedly torn up.
